Children Helped 
By Speech Clinic

With patience, compassion and 
constant drill, 100 children each 
semester learn to improve or over- 
come their speech handicaps in 
SSC’s Speech Clinic. 

Under Dr. M. J. Rees and Dr. 
Oliver Skalbeck, students working 
for certification by the American 
Speech and Hearing Association 
and a teaching credential in speech 
therapy are trained in supervisorial 
theory for 200 hours. Working 
with groups of three children with 
like problems, one student and one 
supervisor attempt to help children 
with cleft palates, cerebral palsy, 
stuttering: or other organic prob- 
lems to learn to speak normally. 

The children are referred to the 
Speech Clinic from medical doc- 
tors, psychologists, speech thera- 
pists and other medical agencies. 
Ocesianolly, vocational rehabilita- 
tion centers refer adults to the 
clinic, but it is primarily geared 
for children. The participants pay 
for their treatments by the se- 
mester. Many are sufficiently cured 
in just one semester but some stay 
on for several years before their 
speech is adequately improved. 

The procedure of the program 
is to first make the clients hear 
correct speech sounds repeatedly, 
then to drill the children and trans- 
fer sourds into ordinary speech. 
Dedication on the parts of the 
students and the supervisors and 
willingness to learn on the part of 
the patients are vital in this learn- 
ing process. Dr. Skalbeck described 
he program as being “not a curing, 
but a teaching process compli- 
cated by hindering factors for 
which we must compensate.” 

Once a week students diagnose 


patients with hearing and speech 
difficulties and also participate in 
similar speech therapy programs at 
the Cancer and Easter Seal So 
cieties 


Dr. Skalbeck described the 
speech and hearing therapy field as 
“exciting and gratifying.” He says 
that “as we do more research, 
more questions are answered and 
in turn, more children learn to 
speak normally.”

But there has 
been some, recently. 

SSC Young Republicans, under 
the leadership of Steve Hanway, 
set up a tent on Oct. 22 to dis- 
tribute campaign literature for 
Barry Goldwater 

The California College Repub 
licans and the SSC Young Demo 
crats combined their efforts to col- 


lect money for the purchase of 
space in the Sacramento Bee in 
which they placed a _ petition 


against Proposition 14. Grave Jor- 
dan organized the effort which 
took place on Oct. 29 and 30. $88 
was collected. 
Political Ban 

Activity similar to this but on a 
much larger scale at UCB caused 
the University to ban any fund 
raising or political advocating. Why 
was a commotion made in Ber- 
keley and not here? A rule made 
by the University during the Com- 
munist scares of the '930s ban- 
ned any future politica’ advocat- 
ing or fund-raising on campus. 


UCB had at that time, and still 
does have a history of political 
activity and there might have been 
a need for the rule then. 

Students got around this by 
using an area next ‘0 the campus 
but not part of the campus. 

Part of Campus 


The commotion this fall was 
caused by the University’s state 
ment that the area the students 


were using was acually part of the 
campus and the decision was to be 
enforced. SSC has not been char- 
acterized by much political activity 
and the administration has never 
felt the need to resrict it. 

Seme people feel that political 
activity is characteristic of a healthy 
and concerned student body. An 
atmosphere in which people are 
not afraid to say what they think 
and to then act upon their con- 
victions is important for a college 
and necessary for a democracy. 

People who argue that too much 
activity is bad for only stating the 
obvious since too much of any- 
thing is bad. It seems that the “too 
much” level has not yet been 
reached at SSC. 


December 15 Made Deadline For NDEA Aid 


Students planning to apply for 
financial aids under the National 


Defense Education Act have a 
Dec. 15 deadline, announced Dr 
Algard P. Whitney, financial aids 
officer. 

Qualifying students can borrow 
as much as $500 per semester, 
$1,000 per academic year and 
$5.000 for a five year program, 
Dr. Whitney said. 

A new application is required 
each semester for active borrow- 
ers planning to continue the NDEA 
loans. Students already receiving 
aid from NDEA are also required 
to meet the Dec. 15 deadline. 


Applications are available from 


Dr. Whitney in Room 263 of the 
Administration Building. Appli 
cants are notified approximately 
three weeks before the semester 
as to the decision of the commit 
tee reviewing applications. 

Authorized by the enactment of 
the National Defense Education 
Act of 1958, the law was estab- 
lished to “identify and educate 
more of the talent of our nation,” 
and to “insure trained manpower 
of sufficient quality and quantity 
to meet the needs of the United 
States.” 

The law requires hat each recipi 
ent to be a fulltime college stu- 
dent capable of maintaining good 
standing in his chosen course of 


study and further provides that 
special consideration in the selec 
tion of recipients be given to stu 
dents with a “superior academic 
background.”

chairman; Dean Bailey; John Ba- 
ker, Director of Athletics; Pro- 
fessor Faria, Physical Education; 
Professor. Howes, History; Profes- 
sor Kennedy, Education; Profes- 
sor Klingelhofer, Psychology; Pro- 
fessor Moore, Speech; and Profes- 
sor Stull, Business. This group had 
no connection with the athletic de- 
partment. Yet, the Hornet has not 
corrected this error publicly. 


Includes Both 

Next in the DeLucia article, a 
total of $48,700 is used for ath- 
letics which includes both alloca- 
tions and revenue. However, in 
reference to cultural programs, 
Miss DeLucia uses the figure 
$19,900 as a total. This figure 
represents only allocation. It does 
not include revenue. Using only 
the areas Miss Delucia referred to 
as cultural, this would add another 
$7,600 in revenue. The total then 
for cultural would be $27,500. All 
this information was available and 
in fact given to Miss DeLucia. 
She chose not to include it. 


The following week, we see 
Professor Comerchero’s Podium 
based on these incomplete figures. 
He admits that the athletic figures 
include “facts and figures showing 
where and how all of this money 
is spent,” that is, nothing is hid- 
den. He then says the figures given 
Miss DeLucia are “less clear and 
frankly, less honest,” and that she 
is “told that cultural programs was 
given $19,900,” 


In the first place, Miss DeLucia 
was not told anything was “cul- 
tural.” She and I met and went 
through the complete budget for 
the ASSSC. Those things picked 
out and totaled as cultural were 
at her discretion. She did not, as 
Professor Comerchero says, in- 
clude the total social activities bud- 
get in her figure. The oniy part 
considered was the line item on 
concerts, which he himself refers 
to as cultural in his attendance 
figures although he will not admit 
it for the purpose of finance. 


Scratches item 


He goes on to scratch an item 
for Marching Band because they 
play at football games. ! would 
like to explain to him that this 
money is being placed in a fund 
for uniforms so that we may re- 
activite our band. The fact they 
would, in addition to other things, 
play at football games does not 
seem adequate reason to not in- 
clude them in cultural. If proximity 
to an athletic event is the measure 
of culture, perhaps he would have 
us include the anthropology build- 
ings in the Athletic budget. 


Next, Professor Comerchero 
subtracts $825 from cultural be- 
cause it is used to finance the 
Model UN. Again, I fail to see 
his logic. When is a lab in inter- 
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national organizations less cultural 
than speakers on the subject? 
Attendance is the next criteria 
for allocation the professor uses. 
Here, working on the assumption 
that attendance should be the only 
criteria for allocation, he compares 
athletic and cultural attendance. It 
is interesting to note that he uses 
1962-63 figures for athletics and 
compares them to convocations. 
When one remembers that in 1962- 
63 this college was begging for 
athletic seating facilities is it any 
wonder that the attendance would 
be low. And to then compare these 
figures with those of convocations 
— a program during the school 
day for which all classes are dis- 
missed — hardly seems legitimate. 


Contributions 

On the other hand, the extra- 
curricular cultural program of this 
college can not only get contribu- 
tions from the State ($1,000 per 
year), the ASSSC, but also from 
the Trustees ($16,000 per year for 
the State College System), inde- 
pendent groups in the community, 
organizations on campus which 
sponsor events, and other sources. 
Often, speakers give programs free 
or for a nominal cost. 

In addition, it is not necessary 
that cultural and athletics to be 
on a doilar-for-dollar basis for 
them to be equally complete. The 
money necessary for a well-round- 





ed cultural program is far less 
than that required for an athletic 
program. 

That the cultural program is 


new and needs developing is 
doubted by no one. 

Yet, we cannot merely cut back 
other areas that have developed 
over the years to add impetus to 
a new program. Plans are under- 
way for expansion of our cultural 
program. Those who are really in- 
terested are devising ways for 
bringing a better program to the 
students. But others sit back and 
make a lot of noise which only 
tends to split the campus along 
emotional lines. Unfortunately, they 
are aided by a newspaper which 
distorts facts and figures. As an 
example, a montn ago I released 
figures from other state colleges 
showing their allocations to inter 
collegiate athletics. They showed 
Sacramento State average or below 
in intercollegiate athletic alloca- 
tions. These figures were never 
printed. 

Yet, in response to the Podium, 
I also blame Professor Commer- 
chero. As a professor he has the 
responsibility for intellectual integ- 
rity to the student body. This in- 
cludes at the very least: restraint 
in his insinuations that athletic 
fans are, by definition, anti-intel- 
lectual, (“anyone criticizing .. . 
athletics . . . needs a Charles Atlas 
course . ” etc.); caution in 
inferring persons in authority have 
lied about the budget, and most 
important; checking his facts.

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Defends Athletics Program 
Editor, Hornet: 

I would like to come out in de- 
fense of Sacramento State’s Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Program, which 
I feel is being unfairly treated by 
the State Hornet and by small 
minority groups on campus who 
are trying to gain noteriety for 
themselves at the expense of ath- 
letics. 

It seems that several articles 
which have appeared in the stu- 
dent newspaper have been dis- 
torted beyond any semblance of 
the truth. For instance, the short 
article on page one of the paper 
dealing with the directors meet- 
ing by Mr. Jenkins, this article 
failed to state what the additional 
funds requested by athletics are 
to be used for. 

According to long range plans 
money was to be requested for the 
introduction of an intercollegiate 
wrestling team; whether this re- 
quest was for that program I do 
not know. Also, I was informed 
by a reliable source that the di- 
rectors meeting in question was 
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held some time ago and not, or 
so the article seems to state, re- 
cently. 

Athietics, I feel, are an integral 
part of any college program. Not, 
however, at the costs that some 
larger (and even smaller) institu- 
tions expend for that purpose. 
Why, even in our own system Los 
Angeles state spends over a 
hundred thousand dollars annual- 
iy on sports. LA State does field 
teams in two additional sports but 
other than this the programs of 
LAS and SSC differ only in hat 
LAS athletic scholarships. 


May I remind you that Sacra- 
mento State does not, nor do they 
give any aid to their players that 
could not be obtained by any oher 
student on campus. SSC athletes 
must also conform to the regula- 
tions and rules and academic stand- 
ards imposed on any other SSC 
student. They are here to gain an 
education and they play for the 
fun of it, not because they have 
to, to fulfill a scholarship grant. 

Also, the over-extension of the 
budget is not to support either 
foctball or baskebail but to sup- 
port the teams and sports which 
do not bring in any money. For 
with the two major sports bring- 
ing in $13,700 and costing $14,900. 
Hence, the student body only pays 
$1200. The rest goes to the other 
“minor” sports in which the par- 
ticipants are there only because 
they want to be. 

The problems of cultural pro- 
grams lacking needed funds is a 
serious one, one which must be 
remedied, but not through the de- 
struction of a fine but poor ath- 
letic program which percapital 
plays a part in more college stu- 
dents’ lives than any other single 
activity on campus. 

The NCAA ought to loan us 
money, we'll never be investigated!

I was, 
quite frankly, angry and confused 
at this condescending and discrimi- 
natory attitude toward the student. 


Am I supposed to believe that 
my ticket is a “gift,” a special 
privilege granted by the benevo- 
lence of the ASSSC? Somehow I 
had another idea when it came 
time to pay my student activities 
fee at the beginning of the se- 
mester. I resent being treated like 
a “poor relation.” 


Why are outsiders, even stu- 
dents from other campuses given 
preference over our own student 
body? Through our ASSSC fees, 
we too pay for our tickets, and 
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they are in no sense of the word 
complimentary — yet this is what 
is stamped irrevokably on _ the 
back of each ticket! 

It would seem to me that stu- 
dents are in more need of exchange 
“privileges” than members of the 
community -—— very few of them 
have a mid-term suddenly sched- 
uled for the morning following the 
night they had hoped to use their 
ticket. 

When this “privilege” of ex- 
change, which others consider their 
right, is denied to the student, it 
effectively denies many of the right 
io use their card at all. 

I would like to hear a very good 
reason for this discriminatory at- 
titude from the ASSSC, or else see 
the practice stopped at once.
